Secret Service Men Stranded. 


The car containing the secret serv- 


ice men which started bravely beside

House held to the rrfce gamely until 
wtthiri a few mile* of the battlefield 
and then gave a despairing gasp and 
stopped in the middle of 'what once 
was a peaceful brook, but which today 
had become* a muddy tqrrent. 


This stream had daunted the courage 


of the President's chauffeur, who. up 
to this time, had successfully navigated . 
' three other fords. So the secret serv- 


ice car was sent ahead to learn the 
depth of the water and died in the 
attempt to make the crossing.

THE LORIMERJNQUIRY.

hotel lobbies and on trains in Canada, and 


i the testimony has been simply a mass of 


Contradictions. 
Several witnesses have 


virtually called each other liars regarding 
tne question whether a certain man left a 
Smoking car Before or after-sojnebody is 
' alleged to have said so and so, and if what' 
It is said was said was said, he could have 
heard it. 
If the committee keeps on along 


this line much farthervitjanll be obliged to 
summon half.the railroad brakemen, tele- 
phone girls and bellhops in the Dominion 
.to'find out what really occurred, and'then 
it will know no more than when it began. 


The committee, having quizzed wit- 


nesses who declared that Mines made cer- 
tain remarks about -having "put Lorimer 
through," could not, of course, decline to 
hear other witnesses in rebuttal. However, 


• many of the. incidents that it has lately 


been going into have no material bearing 
on the case^and; the hearsay evidence that 
has been introduced would be thrown out 
in any court of law.as "incompetent, ir- 
, relevant and Immaterial,'. ^Ic.*'-, The" iil- 
/vestigation is not a trial;' nevertheless it 
would make better headway did the conv 
ihittee confine itself more closely to es-

Undoubtedly it was not; and undoubt- 


edly Hines went back to- Springfield satis- 
fied with the result of his mission to Wash- 
ington and made effective use of the nega- 
tively worded assurance that Lorimer was 
perfectly acceptable to the Administration. 
It is easy enough to believe Mines' state- 
ment that he left Washington with the mes-. 
sage from "headquarters" that Lorimer 
should be elected; Aldrich'? explanation, in 
fact, tends to substantiate it. But whatever 
part that played in effecting his election, 
the only offense the President may be 
charged with is that of having permitted 


' himself to be used as a tool by designing 
men. 
His plunge into party politics had 


temporarily obfuscated his vision and he 
lent himself readily to the schemes of the 
party machine. 


it must be humiliating to the President 


to be constantly reminded of this affair, 
but the situation rather brings into bolder 
telief the success of his endeavor to live 
down the past. Not what he said two years • 
ago but what he thinks now is all the coun- 
try cares about, and unless all signs fail 
the year before presidential elections, that 
can be easily surmised.

REFERENDUM IN ENGLAND. 


From the Plttshurg Dispatch. 


It is curious in view of tho agitation for the 


referendum In this country to find it being advo- 
cated by the most reactionary class in England. 
.Lord Lansdowne, the leader of the lords, in present- 
.Ing the objections of his fellow peers Jo the bill'of 
the commons abolishing the veto of the upper house 
ol legislation passed by the lower, yesterday moved 
three amendments; one • excepting Irish home rule 
fronx.the list of subjects which the lords copld not 
veto, one providing for a joint sitting of both houses 
on other-dlsptrted ^patters, and another providing 
for a referendum. 


The desire Jo exclude the Irish question is, of 


cotirse, natural la a. body consistently opposed to 
home rule. 
The joint session proposal would be 


wholly In tl;e lords' favor, "since the ovciwhelming; 
Tory majority in their, own'house would overcome 
ar.i p&s-siblc rt,ajorlty of the Liberals In the com- 
mons. Bat the referendum suggestion, although sev- 
eral times suggested durlri* the controversy, has 
not previously been embodied as a deliberate policy. 
It is based on the fact that, thanks largely to plural 
voting, the Tories poll more votes in the aggregate 
than the Liberals, although the Liberals may. as *t 
present, Capture most seats. 


The present dlvlslon-of the kingdom into parlia- 


mentary districts is archaic and' bears little relation 
to preserit population' or electorate. 
Half the elec- 


torate, for instance, elect 236 members of 'parlia- 
ment, and the other half elect 434. The Tories be- 
lieve, and perhaps trtthout the advantage, w-hlch 
plural voting gives them (their supporters being, 
those most likely to be in posltion^tp qualify by 
property rights In different constituencies), that 
if a referendum could be had it wmiid. show a ma- 
jority, of the ele<i}or8. If not the Jaeoplc, for the re- 
tention of the privileges of the peers. .The argu- 
ment Is that through the anomalies of districting the 
representatives elected do not truly reflect the bulk 
of the electorate and that a referendum would. The 
more obvious reform would be to adopt proportional 
representation and redlatrict the country on present 
population. But since the Liberals win on the pres- 
ent districts they naturally oppose any chance.
